Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an agreement was 
reached, or any other comments: Appiicant called to discuss how to amend the ciaim to make it allowable over the 
prior art. Applicant explained the invention was due to the use of mutants of alpha virus which have a high binding 
affinity for heparin, and Applicant discovered that these viruses stuck to the surface of the cell due to such glyco- 
binding properties. The high salt then was found to produce a 400 fold better recovery (from the attached slideshow 
pictures). The Examiner discussed the possibility of utilizing "secondary considerations", the fact that perhaps if there 
is a negative teaching in the art of obtaining such amounts in the purity and volume it is obtained in such may 
overcome the rejection, and the fact that the claims are not limited to the heparin binding viruses, vet it appears that 
Applicant's present arguments demonstrate a "surprising result", but which is only commensurate with the mutant 
heparin-binding viruses only. The Examiner did not think the present claims would be overcome by such arguments, 
as they reguire no unexpected level of purity or concentration, and are not limited to heparin binding alpha-viruses. 
Applicant repeated their arguments and stated that no one thought you could produce such amounts of particle by the 
methods. The Examiner argued that everything Applicant argued was in terms of a better process of making, not to a 
distinct particle. Applicant still felt that the particles should be allowable. Applicant acknowledged that the Johnston 
patent disclosed the specific mutants of the invention, which the Examiner noted did not help the case to overcome 
the art. However, Applicant argued the advantages of the methods, in terms of amount of recovery, and hence 
appeared to argue that such made the compositions again patentable, as they are somehow distinct over the Art The 
Exmainer directed Applicant to MPEP 21 13, and stated that the Attorney should be able to help Applicant understand 
such section. However, The Examiner noted that the arguments appeared to be most applicable to secondary 
considerations, which the Examiner admitted a lack of expertise in such considerations, and therefore, recommended 
that the Attorney help Applicant try to utilize such to overcome the rejections. At that point, the interview was 
concluded .

A complete written statement as to the substance of any face-to-face, video conference, or telephone interview with regard to an application must be made of record in the 
application whether or not an agreement with the examiner was reached at the interview.

In every instance where reconsideration is requested in view of an interview with an examiner, a complete written statement of the reasons presented at the interview as 
warranting favorable action must be filed by the applicant. An interview does not remove the necessity for reply to Office action as specified in §§ 1 .1 1 1, 1 .135. (35 U.S.C. 132) 

37 CFR §1 .2 Business to be transacted in writing. 
All business with the Patent or Trademark Office should be transacted in writing. The personal attendance of applicants or their attorneys or agents at the Patent and 
Trademark Office is unnecessary. The action of the Patent and Trademark Office will be based exclusively on the written record in the Office. No attention will be paid to 
any alleged oral promise, stipulation, or understanding in relation to which there is disagreement or doubt. 



The action of the Patent and Trademark Office cannot be based exclusively on the written record in the Office if that record is itself 
incomplete through the failure to record the substance of interviews. 

It is the responsibility of the applicant or the attorney or agent to make the substance of an interview of record in the application file, unless 
the examiner indicates he or she will do so.

- An indication whether an agreement was reached and if so, a description of the general nature of the agreement (may be by 
attachment of a copy of amendments or claims agreed as being allowable). Note: Agreement as to allowability is tentative and does 
not restrict further action by the examiner to the contrary. 

- The signature of the examiner who conducted the interview (if Form is not an attachment to a signed Office action) 

It is desirable that the examiner orally remind the applicant of his or her obligation to record the substance of the interview of each case. It 
should be noted, however, that the Interview Summary Form will not normally be considered a complete and proper recordation of the interview 
unless it includes, or is supplemented by the applicant or the examiner to include, all of the applicable items required below concerning the 
substance of the interview.
